THE FLYING BICYCLE. 


Aerial Navigation Virtually Solved by & 
Yourg Inventor. 


For several hundred years scientists 
and inventors have been trying to solve 
the problem of aerial navigation, Many 
wonderfal machines have been construct- 
ed, but they refased to fiy when snbmit- 
ted to practical tests. So pumerona, in- 
deed, have been the failures that the 
general public loet faith in flying ma- 
chines, and said man was not destined to 
fly. Butthe sanguine inventora perse- 
vere in their fascinating work and fre- 
quently proclaim that all difficulties 
have been enrmounted, and that in a 
very short time the skies will be travers- 
ed as easily and safely as the conntry 
roads. 

Bat while the ecientiste have been 
plaguing themselves and the public with 
airships of various kinds a young man of 
nineteen has gone out of the beaten 
track of paat experience and devised a 
simple appara‘us which actually flies. 
Wheelmen will be interested in the fact 
that the main principle of thie device is 
taken frum the bievele. Mr. Ryder, the 
inventor has actually flown on his aerial 
hieycle from Hampstead to Richmond 
Hitl. Herose toan altitade of sevorai 
hondred feet, and glided along aa easily 
as though ranning on an ordinary safety 
over aaphalt pavement. The sensation 
of moviny throngh the air, he says, is 
very delightfal, and he sees no reason 
why his machine should not come into 
popular use. 

Mr. Ryder’s acconnt of his experiments 
and aerial trip is of interest. He said to 
me the other day: 

‘! experimented three years on a flying 
apparatas, and conld not make any head 
wav. buton Jane 2), after a month’s 
hard labor, I madea model, 12 inches 
long for an axle, and siik ard thick bam- 
boo ribs.

It rove steadily, and then to my 
great surpriae, it flew in the teeth of a 
vale of wind blowing 20 miles an hour, 
I had an alaem elock with anattachment 
to let out the gas ata given time on the 
machine. Whenthe clock gave ont the 
gas escaped and the model came down to 
the ground. 

“T then builta machine to carry 500 
pounds. On July 20 I was ready for my 
nextexperiment. I pumped the gas 
into the cone, seated myse!f in the loop. 
cit loose from the anchorage and at once 
rose 200 feet inthe air, Then 1 worked 
the pedals against the wind and started 
for home, accompanied by a few friends 
whom I had lefton earth below. I can- 
notexplain the delightful sensation of 
sailing through the air or the easy mo 
tion of the machine. J flew directly 
over my father’s ground and thon let the 
gas cacape, and settled to the ground like 
a bird on the wing, not jerking and un- 
certain like a balloon, bata slow, steady, 
doanward motion, 

“The dimensions of my fiying machine 
are: Size of cone, 65 feet; circamference, 
feet; length of ring for protection 
againat falling,42 inches; handle bars, 2 
feet; gear wheel4, 3 inches big wheel, 
aud 12 inches small: ordinary saddie;

J. Bryan, from Dea Moines to Chicago, 
took nearly thirteen hours.

Through this mass, inch by inch, 
Mr. Bryan was carried, and all the pent 
up noises of the inultitude were let forth 
in a discordant, ear-eplitting din, Mr. 
Gryan’s ride through the streets was a 
triumphal march. State street, the 
widest down town thoronghfare, was 
filled from wall to wall with a wild, 
cheering crowd. Cable cars stopped 
ranning and private vehicles took the 
side streets. So dense was the crowd 
that Mr. Brvan’s carriage was forced to 
halt many times. Enthusiastic eitizens 
improved this opportunity to shake 
hands with the candidate, and everybody 
cheered 30 long and 30 loud, and with so 
much energy, that the windows rattled. 
It took an honr for Mr. Bryan to reach 
the Clifton house, five blocks from the 
starting point. Mr. Bryan with his wife 
appeared on the hotel balcony smiling 
complacently.” There wes a deafening 
tumult, making it impossible for him to 
be heard until he pleaded for silence.

A New Invention, 


Consul Germaine in a report to the 
state department at Washington f om 
Zarich, Switzerland, tellsof a new inven- 
tion made by the French ship engineer, 
Bozin.

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DESPERATE FIGHTING. 


FIVE HUNDRED MATABELE WARRIORS 
SLAIN IN THE FIGHT. 


Col. Pilume:’s Column of Seyen Hundred 
British Troops Successfully Resist the 
Attack of 5,000 of the Enemyv—Many 
Left Dead on the Fioid. 


Detaila have been received at Cape 
Town of a decisive victory won by 7(0 
Britich troops composing Col. Plamer’s 
column, over a native force estimated to 
have numberee from 5,000 to 7,000 men. 
The latter fought mcs! desperately and 
br vely, charging up to within a few 
yards of the British rapid fire guns. 
About five hundred Matabele warriors 
were slain during the engagement, which 
lasted several hours, and the loss to the 
Britieh included Maj Kershaw, Lieut. 
Harvey, four sergeants and about thirty 
men kilied and six oflicers, several non- 
commiseioned officera and abont fifty 
men wounded, according to unofficial 
figures. Ihe Matabeles and allies were 
commanded by big chiefs Soffombeo and 
Umiuguins, and were divided into five 
Impis, or regiments, each of over 110 
men, well supplied with arms and 
ammunition, At o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the engagement a force of about 
700 men, whites and natives, cavalry, 
infantry and artillerv, ali under British 
Gfficers, marched to Umlugula vailey. 
The white infantry, commanded by Capt. 
Beresford, with two screw guns anda 
Maxiin -apid fire gun, waa detached to 
make a detour behind some hiils, and 
then take up a position from whicn the 
valley could beshelled. It had previons- 
ly been reported by sconts that the 
enemy in strong force wa3 encamped in 
the yailes., preparing for a forward 
movement of :mportance upon the Brit- 
ish position. ‘The main body of the 
British troops was ha'\el, while Capt, 
Leresford’s detachment, with guns is 
referred to as making its way to a 
position designed for the artiilery to 
occupy, and while this movement was 


being executed and guns were being, 


moved over the small isolated kopje, the 
Matabeles madea sudden and determined 
rush at Capt. Beresford’s command. 
There was no staategy or concealment. 
The natives rushed forward like a living 
tidal waye. and in spite of the hot fire 
which was promptly poured into their 
ranke, displayed the most remarkable 
galiantry, and succeeded in getting 
within forty yarde of the screw guns and 
reached a spot only fifteen yarde from the 
Maxi rapid tire gun before any of these 
pieces could be brought into accion, In 
fact another minute’s delay in opening 
fire with the guns might have proved 
fata! to Berestord’s detachment as the 
white infantry was apparently unable to 
check the reckless, wild charge of the 
tribesmen, who eeemed to court death in 
their fierce attack upon the column. 
Bat when the screw guns began crashing 
case shot intothe enemy, tearing wide, 
bloody gaps in the ranks and the deadiv 
Maxim rattled hail and lead into the 
heaving masses of rapidly moving impie, 
the natives wavered in their charge and 
a2 moment later the rush stopped and 
thev began to give way, leaving heaps of 
dead and wounded on the field, Bat 
they were rallied by the chiefs, who 
bravely rushed to the front encouraging 
their followers by a display of magnificent 
dash. The native warriors returged to 
the charge in the face of a fierce and 
awful fire of the British guna and Capt 
Beresford’s force was for a few moments 
completely surrounded by surging waves 
of warriors who seemed to know no fear. 
The position of Beresford’s forces was 
then most critical and their commander 
hurriedly ordered hig signal men to ask 
Colone!| Ploammer to lose no time in 
advancing with the main body to the 
rescue. While signalling was in progress 
a hot and determined fight raged around 
‘he guns and several British officers and 
nen fell. Inthe distance could be seen 
two more impis rushing forward to join 
in the attack upon Beresford’s positicn 
and there wao no time to be lost if the 
guns were to be saved. Conseqnently 
Col. Plummer ordered the ma n body of 
Dritigh trooos toadvanece, Mounted men 
were sent forward at a gallop to storm 
the heights on the lefe of Beresford 
position, from wnich the natives were 
delivering a hasty dropping fire, upon 
the kopie occnpied by the guns. The 
cavalry was gailantly led by Major ker- 
shaw, who ecnarged upto within fifteen 
yards of the enemy’s position, when he 
was shot through the heart by a native 
Who almost immediately afterwarde fell, 
literally riddiel with carbine and revol- 
ver bulleta. The advance of the main 
body of Plammer’s f.ree was quickly 
noticed by the natives w’ o were preseing 
around Beresford’s detachment and 
cansed them to take éteps to retreat in 
order to escape being canzht bhotween 
three fires. The guns were thns able to 
do better execution and a well cireetad 
fire of case ehot, followed by well placed 
tire of shrapne! soon placed the native 
attack Intoa retreat and when full re- 
inforeements came inte aetion, the 
enemy broke and ‘led. Gans and war 
rockets were played upon the natives eo 
long as the latter were in-range: bnt the 
main loss to the enemy was inflicted 
While they were #o bravely charging up 
to the muzzies ofthe British pieces, and 
one cannot help speculating upon what 
would have been the result had the 
gallant bunt ill-armed Matahelea been 
avle to repiv in kind to the farfol fire of 
the Maxim and screwguns. The natives 
displayed bravery toa fault, earning the 
admiration of the British; bnt there was 
no rezsting the leaden stream thrown 
into the native ranks by the Maxima, 
It would have demoralized the well- 
trained and properly officered picked 
men of European troops, onder similar
